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(54) RING 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make it easy 
and steady to change the size of the ring and 
improve ornamental design by processing an 
indication such like character or design on the 
surface around the center of the ring and making 
it possible to change its side on its surface. 
SOLUTION: A ring 1 is composed of a jewel 
holder 2 to put plural jewels on and a ring part 3 
into which the finger is put. An indication 4 using 
characters or design are processed on the 
surface around the center of the ring part 3. To 
be applied as the indication 4 is either initial of 
the holder or trade-mark or brand name or 
whatever design of motives favorable to the 
holder. As a result, it comes easier to change 
the ring size on both sides of the indication 4 

without spoiling the indication itself nor size change. In this process, the 
of characters or design is made to be properly recognized, further made 
improve the ornamental design of the ring itself.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The ring characterized by the thing of the ring of a ring for which a display and size 
curing of a character, a figure, etc. were mostly reconciled as the character, the figure, etc. were 
displayed on the front face for a center section and size curing could be carried out in the both 
sides. 

[Claim 2] The ring of the ring of a ring according to claim 1 which comes to display a character, a 
figure, etc. on the front face for a center section by casting mostly. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention tends to offer the ring which made size curing easy in spite 
of the existence of a display while it displays a character, a figure, etc. on a ring front face and 
raises the ornament nature of a ring about a ring. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, the ring which gave 13, such as an initial, and a 
maker name, a mark, to the background of the ring portion 12 of a ring 1 1 is known like drawing 
3.13 has the case of the center of a simultaneously of the ring portion 12 (venter of a finger), 
and this mark etc. is the side of the ring portion 12.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, anyway, since positions which give 13, such 
as an initial, and a maker name, a mark, were the backgrounds of the ring portion 1 2, it 
overlooked carelessly on the occasions, such as size curing, and might cut in portions which 
gave 13, such as the mark concerned. 

[0004] Size curing of the above-mentioned ring cuts the proper place of the ring portion 12, it is 
cut off, and it shortens [ material is connected and lengthened, or ] it and is performed. And 
although there was a case of a center mostly and it was the side of the ring portion 12, since 
positions of the ring portion 12 which give 13, such as a mark, were the backgrounds of the ring 
portion 1 2 even if positions of 1 3, such as a mark, are where, the cutting position was overlooked 
in many cases. 

[0005] Moreover, since positions which gave 13, such as a mark, were the backgrounds of the 
ring portion 12 when a ring becomes dirty and washes while using it, there was a fault that it 
could not wash very much finely. 

[0006] The ring of this invention is what canceled the above-mentioned fault of the conventional 
example, and it tends to offer the ring which raised the ornament nature of the ring itself sharply 
while size curing can carry out certainly [ it is reasonable and ].

[Means for Solving the Problem] That is, the ring of this invention is characterized by the thing 
of the ring of a ring for which a display and size curing of a character, a figure, etc. were mostly 
reconciled as the character, the figure, etc. were displayed on the front face for a center section 
and size curing could be carried out in the both sides. 

[0008] Moreover, the ring of this invention is mostly characterized also by the thing of the ring of 
a ring for which the character, the figure, etc. were displayed on the front face for a center 
section by casting. 

[0009] It could raise the ornament nature of the ring itself sharply while size curing could 
perform the ring of this invention certainly [ it is reasonable and ] since it was constituted as 
mentioned above, and it did not overlook the display of a character, a figure, etc. 
[0010] Moreover, since the display of a character, a figure, etc. was located on the surface of a 
ring when according to the ring of this invention a ring becomes dirty and washes while using it, it 
can wash and could reproduce without difficulty.

[Embodiments of the Invention] Based on a drawing, one example of the ring of this invention is 
explained below. 

[0012] In drawing 1 and drawing 2 , 1 is a ring and consists of a part for the jew I r st 2 in which 
two or more jewels came to be attached, and a ring portion 3 inserted in the circumf rence of 
the finger which stands in a row in it. 

[0013] 4 is the display of a character, a figure, etc. performed to the ring 1, and is formed in the 
front face for a simultaneously center section of the ring portion 3. You may be the figure of the 
various motifs which neither a user s initial nor the mark of a maker name and a company comes 
to accept but, but a brand name and a user like as this display 4 etc. The brand name of the 
applicant "Milluflora" is displayed in drawing. 

[0014] The above-mentioned display 4 can be formed in the casting method using the usual 
ROSUTO wax. That is, it forms in the original form of a ring with a stamp etc. beforehand, forms 
in the cast type of a ring at a concave using the original form, and can be automatically 
fabricated in the stamp state at the time of casting of a ring. If it does in this way, the good 
display 4 which does not have dispersion in quality can be obtained. 

[0015] Of course, it is also possible to form the above-mentioned display 4 in the front face of 
the ring portion 3 of the ring which cast the ring in the above-mentioned casting method etc. 
previously, and was obtained after that with the means of sculpture, a stamp, and others. 
[0016] Since the ring of this invention was constituted as mentioned above, it is the feature to 
have been able to carry out size curing in the both sides of the display 4 of a character, a figure, 
etc., and to have reconciled display 4 and size curing of a character, a figure, etc. 
[0017] 

[Effect of the Invention] It could raise the ornament nature of the ring itself sharply while size 
curing could perform the ring of this invention certainly [ it is reasonable and ] since it was 
constituted as mentioned above, and it did not overlook the display of a character, a figure, etc. 
[0018] Moreover, since the display of a character, a figure, etc. was located on the surface of a 
ring when according to the ring of this invention a ring becomes dirty and washes while using it, it 
can wash and could reproduce without difficulty.
